Thanksgiving Day was a long 
time in getting itself established! 
It is ru)t an exclusively American 
affair, and was not generally ob- 
served in the West and South till 
after tlu^ war; but in the East it 
may be said to date from the seven- 
t<^enth century. Over 3000 years 
a^o Mos<^s instructed the Israelites 
to k(M»p a feast after they got 
established in the Holy Land. 
The.v "■:?!. ' ott^liiber- 
tiael yHf(dlo\ving 

the close of harvest they dwelt in 
boot hs made chiefiy of gre(ui lioughs, 
and f(»asted on corn, wine, oil ami 
and fruits. In tlu! courseof time a 
si)lendid ritual for this feast was 
develoiHMl, incltiding much singing 
in re])onsive choruses. 

Sonn^what later the Greeks held a 
n i ne-days' feast of si mi larch ar*a<der, 
in which slaves were allowed to take 
part, and all criminals t^xcept 
muiHlerers. The Romans had 
similar feasts in honor of Ceres, 
gochless of grain. 

The Saxfuis had a ** Harvest 
Home'' and after them the English, 
whieh festival was observed in a 
s(»rt of way in some of the Am(»ricari 
<Mdonies. In the year 1021 the Pil- 
grim fath(»rs tried to celebrate it, 
but it was rather a glo<miy affair. 
In 1 iVlW a shi]) loaded with pr'ovisions 
failed to arrive, and Gov. Bradford 
apf)ointed a day of humiliation, 
fasting, and prayer, but the ex- 
pe(jt<Hl ship arrived, and so they 
made it a day of thanksgiving. 

Ninety Indians, headed by Chief 
Massasoit, took part. In ItJSl the 
Ptu'itans I'ari otit of })rovisions, and 
F'ebruary lith was named as a day of 
ftisting and prayer. As in the 
otlHM' case, tli(^ ship arrived, and 
they had a feast instead. June 15tli, 
1(^57, theiM^ was a general service in 
all the churches to give thanks for 
the great I^equots, and on the 12th 
of October following a general ser- 
vice* and feast, in honor of ])eace 
arifl the stdtling of some r^elgious 
ditTerences. Forty yearns later Gov. 
A ml r(»s (U'dered the people to give 
tlianks on the first day of De- 
cember; but they hated Andros and 
did in>t thank worth a cent. Sev- 
eral per'sons were arrested for treat- 
itig the proclamation with c<ui- 
tempt, but this struck the luune 
atdhorities as rather lirdicrous, and 
his con<luct was dlsappr'oveil. 

Thereafter, Tluirrksgiving was 
pr'etty gemu'ally obseived in all the 
States, the governor naming the 
day. (bH)rge Washingtcm recom- 
mend(»d to (Congress the naming of 
a national <lay \n I7Hl> forthe adop- 
tion of the (Constitution; it was 
done, and th<» day was generally 
(d)served. In I71ir) the proc<MMling 
was nqH'ated. Jamc»s Madis<ui ap- 
pc^ai's to hav<» issued the tirHt fU'esi- 
tlential proclamation on the sid)j(»ct 
in IH1)5, in h(uior of the return of 
jveac(^ Forty-<vight years piissed 
i>efor*e Pr^esUlent Lincoln issued the 
s<M'oiid one, in 1803. Since then 
(vvery Presidiuit has followtMl tin* 
custom, and the day is nationally 
<d>scrved at biHt.

A VALUABLE DOG LOST. 



Notes and Comments. 



From unr rhnadvlphla CorrcHpomh'nt. 

In Spring time, abont two years 
ago, the then Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive ConunittcM* appointed a 
Local ConHnittee of live members 
in this City to make arranj»:ements 
for the meeting of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf. Some of the 
pcM'sons appointed accepted tlieir 
[)ositions with relnctance, not be- 
cause of a lack of interest in tlie 
Association, but for personal and 
other reasons. I'hey began work 
and, once at it, resolved to do their 
best. Tlieir energies were directed 
to the comfort and pleasure of the 
m(Mnl)ers alone. Hut a diflicult> 
confronted them at the very start. 
They had no money to begin with. 
It thus became a problem, of tirst 
iin[»ortance with the (\>mmittee, 
how to raise the necessary funds 
for its work. 

What was done and how the Com- 
mittee sn<'ceed(Ml is alrea<!y known 
to the majority of readers. 

There was no assessmerft of the 
n embers to meet expenses. Not a 
penny was drawn from the Ass(»eia- 
tion's treasury. But all indebted- 
ness was met through the Com- 
mittee's own etTorts, for whi(»li fa<*t 
alo!>e it deserves the unstinted 
I)raise of the Association . The 
ways it a<lopt<tMl to raise i(s money 
were not unusual, as precedents 
were only followed. All this is 
plain to the observant deaf. 

But for one flifticulty which has 
been the caus»M)f much impleasant- 
ness, the commit lee would feel 
happy l't>r th<^ time and labor it 
Hacnticed for the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. Frankly, we refer 
to the photoi>raph controversy. 

This matter the committee en- 
deavored to have .settled before re- 
porting to its sur)erior l>ody, but 
iuid utterly failed. Its d<'cisi(m 
was against the person vvho h*dd 
thc^ ph(viograplt contract, whih» the 
final decision rests with the Execu- 
tive <.U)mmitt(H>. 

Now, see how the Local Commit- 
tee is l)eing treated. For all its 
\vork, done solely in tlu> interest of 
the N. A. I)., it is made the subject 
of abuse by the ONK i>erson whcv 
defaulted on his contract. Because 
fie did not get what he wanted he 
has been finding fault with tlie 
committee. He criticises, ritli- 
cules, and condemns it's work ; he 
thinks himself wiser than the com- 
mittee and tells it what it shouhi 
ha^e done, and what not. lie 
hurls innuendos at individual 
members of the committee, and 
misrepresents and* insults the 
committee as a wliole. 

And yet this same person pni- 
f(»sst»s to be one of the imrfhy 
members of the N. A. D. 

We think it about time that the 
deaf rise ami protest against such 
unjust abuse. Miudi harm is done 
the associati(m by it. Respect.able 
deaf will not consider the work of 
the Local Committee contrenial to 
themselv«»s if they must expect 
sucli unreasonable criticism. In 
.time it may be hard to make up a 
good committee. 

So much for our protest. 

While Serjeants Sanderson and Wilson 
werechHtting in the (rermantown police 
station a few (lavs auo, a man of about 40 
years driftcil Hifently into their prescnce- 
llc laid his tinker upon his lips to sij^fuify 
that lu» waH a mate, ami then submitted a 
small sheet of paper upon which he had 
written acomplaint of the Iohh of a valuable 
dog, tlu» property t)f Mrs. 8yle, of N(». US 
Maplewood Avenue, also a deaf. mute, in 
wlume h(»nse the man also resides. The 
paper set fi>rth that the missing dog waH 
invaluable to the silent occupants of th ' 
Syle h«)Usehold because of its extraordinary 
intelligence. The little animal was ac- 
customed to act as a sort of interpreter 
between the inmates of th(* house and the 
outside world. Whenever a visitor 
called at the hoUHc and rang the bell the 
inmHtes were apprised of that fact by the 
antics of the dog, which barked and leuped 
about until the summons was answered. 
The dog, is described as a Spaniel with long 
black ears and hair, very fat. about (Uic 
foot high and twice as long. It was eitlier 
stolen or strayed frmu its home on Sundav. 
^IVifJa. hrrhrd. 

Insignilicant and ludicnnisas the 
abovt? may apj)ear to our own class 
of piHiple, it yet is interesting to 
those whose a<»quainlance with the 
d<»af is slight. W*» h<*ar them ask, 
*Miow do the deaf know when the 
bell rings.'' '' How can a ileaf 
person tell a good watermelon from 
a l)ad one?'' " How can a tleaf 
mother' hear '*her crying child 
during ihe night?'' 

A m m once asktMl me if tlu^ deaf 
and dumb can swear. And so many 
(»tlHU* (luestions arc* askiMl that it 
secuns they ?n»viM* sfnn wnTidering 
at the deaf. 

Now, our rnnpm^ urMiibes a 

vt^ry common way by which tlu^ 
deaf are warned of bell summons. 
We- call it the dog method. It is 
adopted quite extensively by (bmf 
housekeepiU's. But tliis method is 
not tlie only one used. There are 
vaiitms devices and some of them 
ing<Miuoiis in the i»xtremr\ Th<\v 
are eh her desigmMl to attnu^t atttMi- 
tion or to mak<^ a noise of sulVicient 
strength to be felt by the d<*af. 
The latter way is quite popular 
with the (b»af wh<»r(* tht^ dog otTt^rs 
no cluirms to tin* houstdiold.

WITH THE TIMES — SOME OF THE 
HAPPENING THAT HAVE TAKEN 
PLACE AND ARE TO COME. 



Yonkers is that part of the state 
just outside the boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Bronx that so narrowly 
escaped annexation to Greater New 
York and the yellow striped skin 
of the Tiger as a ruler.

"The first school for the (i*ai in 
America was started in Medfonl by 
Francis Green, in the **arly part of 
this century, after he had met with 
great sucxjess in England with his 
son Charles. Out of thes^? schools 
for deaf children have grown such 
organisations as the one which to- 
day presents the bronze tablet of 
P'rancis Green to the (yity of lioston. 

In 1679, in Rowley, Mass., Rev. 
Mr. Nelson undertook to educate a 
deaf child, but the public senti- 
ment at that time was decidedly 
against it. A council of ministers 
was called, and Mr. Nelson wa« 
charged with the crime of teaching 
a child to speak. Upon examina- 
tion of the child it was found that 
it could articulate, and fort«'aching 
the child to do this Mr. Nelson was 
discredited. 

'* In 1783 there ap(H»ared in I/ond- 
on a pamphlet entitled * Vox Gculis 
Subjecta,' which is now proven t«) 
be from the pen of Francis Green 
of Boston, who was so pleased with 
the success of his Hon Charb*s tluit 
he made a plea for a school for the 
deaf in England for the indigent 
poor. " 

Dr. Bell then ent»!red into an 
elaborate disMMtation upon Francis 
Green, in whicfh he prov«'<l him to 
hnve been the author of crmsider- 
able literature regar<ling tin* deaf 
which appeared in this country 
during the latter part of the last 
century and the enrly r*art of the 
present. He clos<»d with an elo- 
quent peroral i(m. 

The next st>eaker was I>r Samtiel 
A. (rreen, whospokr* as a repres<vnt- 
ative of the Gre**n family. 

Mrs. Sarah P'uller, principal of the 
school, was called lor. She said: 
** Although Francis Green was not a 
teacher by profession h<5 was a 
teacher of teachers. His unselfish 
rlevotion for the <U'nf gives him the 
the highest rank among the educa- 
tors of the deaf. This tablet which 
we will nnveil to day is only a 
thank ofTering by the parents of 
deaf children, in recognition of 
what th** ( ity <»f Bostr ii ha^ done in 
establishing a day school for the 
deaf." 

1'he other speakers were Enoch 
Henry (yiirrier, jircsident of th** 
Institute for the deaf, Nf^w York 
City ; Francis B. Sanford and Fratik 
A. Hill, of the State Board of Edu- 
(•ation. Letters Wfre read fron» 
Gov. Woleottarul I>r. J, (J, Gorrhm. 

The tablet was then present^'d to 
the city by J. McCandlish, trea 
surfi of the association. It was 
accepted on Iwhalf of the city by 
Dr. Elizabeth C Keller of the 
Boston School FV»ard. 

At the conclusion of the exercises 
the entire comt»atiy refuiired to the 
vestibule, where the tablet was tin- 
veiled.
